husband and develop the resources with 
the administration of which he has been 
entrusted, that the pnblic service may not 
become embarrassed for want of necessary 
funds. ae

of Representatives in 1844; was a Delegate 
to the State Constitutional Convention in 
1847 ; was elected in 1848-0 Judge of one 
of the Circuit: Courts in Iknois, and held 
the oftice by repeated elections until ho re- 
signed it on October, 1862; was a Deligate 
to the National Repbtican Convention at 
Chicago in 1860 ; was appointed \ by: Prisi- 
dent Lincoln a Judge of the Supreme Court 
‘of the United States in October, 1862, and 
served until. bth March, 1877, when hare- 
signed to take his sat as. United States 
Senator from'Hlinvis, having. been elected 
the previous January, by the votes of Inde- 
pendents and Demoecrts, to’ succeed: John 
A, Logan, Republican.”:.
